SABINE, THE LATEST JURY- 
FIXER, GETS A YEAR, 


Which Will Show Him That United 
States Courts Are Not to Be Tam- 
pered with By Amateurs-—Gone to 
Join Statesman Cuddy, 


“One year in the County Jail of Los An- 
roles county,“ said United States District 
Judge Ross yesterday morning to Alejandro 
Sabine, and there was more than a suspicion 
of sternness in his voice. The somewhat 
fine-looking Mexican received his sentence 
without any emotion, save a nervous twitch- 
ing of his hands, He bad done his best, 
and M. E. C. Munday, Esq., had done his 
best to clear him of the charge that be had 
attempted to bribe Witness Bartolo Flores 
in the San Diego smuggling case against H. 
Gonjon, now on trialin the United States 
District Court. Their efforts, however, 
proved fruitless. 

The court convened premptly at 9:30 
o'clock, and the citation of Sabine for con- 
tempt was at once taken up. The court- 
room was filled with spectators, the sum- 
mary manner in which Judge Ross deals 
with offenders against the sanctity of his 
court being the magnet which drew them 
there, It was current comment that if Sa- 
bine was shown to be guilty he would re- 
ceive even severer punishment than ex- 
Chief Cuddy did in the W. Moore Young 
case two weeks ago. 

Flores, the witness, was put on the stand, 
and gave substantially the statement which 
has been published. He swore that Sabine 
had met him in the hall of the court buiid- 
ing on Wednesday afternoon, and offered 
him more money than the Government was 
xiving bim as a witness, if he did not tes- 
tify against Gonjon. He replied that he 
would not tell more than he knew. In the 
jury-room Wednesday morning, Sabine had 
told him that he must not testify against 
Gonjon. It he did, something would turn 
up against him. That 400 had been stolen 
in Tia Juana the day before he left, and he 
would be prosecuted for it when they went 
back to Mexico. Sabin said he had stolen 
the money. ‘The witness replied that, if he 
was tobe prosecuted for telling the truth, 
he would take the consequences. On cross- 
examination, Flores testified that several 
persous were present when the conversa- 
tions took place—that is, they were near 
by. He said he lives on Aliso street, whore 
he has been for about 16 days, and that he 
bad never been accused or arrested in Tia 
Juana for stealing money. 

There were several witnesses who cor- 
roborated Flores's sttatement. 

R. O. Snedigar, a witness in the case, was 
in the jury-room when this conversation 
took place. It was carried on in a low tone 
of voice, but he heard Sabine ta!k about $10, 
and then $25. 

©. W. Mansir and Mr. Citaly also over - 
heard the conversations, and saw Sabine 
with Flores in the hall and jury-room. 

Deputy Marshal Ralph Dominguez saw 
Sabine talking with Flores in the hall, and, 
calling to Flores, brought him before the 
District Attorney. 

Sabine, being put on the stand, denied 
that he had threatened Flores or tried to 
bribe him. He admitted talking with hi 
and that he told Flores that he unders 
he was going to testify against Gonjon be- 
cause he bad a grudge against him, and 
— him that he ought to be careful in tes- 

ying. 

When the examination was finished Mr. 
Munday made a strong plea for his client. 
District Attorney Denis rose to his feet to 
reply, when the Court remarked that it was 
not necessary for him to review ths evi- 
dence. He thereupon delived a written de- 
cision in the matter, and the judgment was 
received in the most profound silence. The 
order was as follows: 

JUDGE RBoss's ORDER. 

Whereas, during the progress of the 
trial of the action of the United States vs. 
H. Gonjon in this court, on the 27th day of 
February, 1889, one Bartolo Flores, a wit- 
ness on the part of the Government, duly 
subpeenaed and in attendance upon the 
court, testified in substance that while in 
such attendance on said 27th day of Februa- 
ry, one Alejandro Sabine, on two several oc- 
casions, once in the jury-room of said court, 
temporarily used for witnesses, and within 
a few feet of the courtroom, aud duce in the 
hallway of said court building immediately 
pe pow said courtroom, did approach the 
said witness and in the said jury room did 
improperly endeavor to deter the said wit- 
ness from testifying in behalf of the Gov- 
ernment in said cause, and in said hallway 
did offer the said witness money not to 
testify against the defendant in said action 
of the United States vs. Gonjon; and 

Whereas, suponj such testimony of said 
Flores, this court then and there made an 
order directing the said Sabine to show 
cause before this court at 9:30 o’clock a. m., 
on the 28th day of February, 1889, at the 
courtroom thereof, why he should not bs 
adjudged guilty of acontempt of this court; 
and whereas, on said 28th day of February 
the said Sabine appeared, with counsel. in 
response to said order, whereupon the said 

matter was heard in open court, and wit- 
nesses for and against him were sworn and 
their testimony 8 the same having 
been duly considered by the court, the court 
now finds the facts to be: 

‘That during he paoee ess of the trial of 
the actior of the United States of America 
vs. H. Gonjon, in this court, on the 27th 
day of February, 1889, and one Bartolo 
Flores, a witness on behalf of the Govern- 
ment, duly subpoenaed and in attendance 
upon the court, while in such attendance 
on two several occasions, was approached 
by the respondent, Alejandro Sabine, and 
the said Sapine did unlawfully attempt to 
deter the said Bartolo Flores from testify- 
ing for the Government, and offered him 
money not to testify against defendant, 
from which facts it is considered and ad- 
judged by the court that the said respond- 
ent thereby committed a contempt of the 
court, for which contempt ft is b the court 
now ordered and adjudged that he, the said 
Alejandro Sabine, be imprisoned in the 
County Jail of Los Angeles county, Cal., 
for the pericd of one year from this date. 
The Marshal will execute this judgment 


forthwith. Ross, 
District Judge.

CRIED LIKE A CHILD. 

Sabine controlled himseif. very well until 
court adjourned, and he was taken into 
Marshal Risley’s office, when he broke 
down and cried bitterly. He spoke in 
Spanish, and the tenor of his broken utter- 
ances were that the sentence of the Court 
ruined him in his business. He said that 
he was negotiating the sale of two mines in 
Mexico, and he would lose $20,000 by this 
confinement in not being able to co ahead 
with bis trade. He elso said that he had a 
little daughter, 13 years old, who was dying 
of consumption, and it was not expected 
that she would live many weeks longer. 
Ile finally regained his self-control and was 
taken to the County Jail, whera for the next 
twelve months he is to be a resident.

A Young Man, Weary of Living, 
Commits Suicide. 

Yesterday about noon the dead body of 
Charles E. Rose, a young man aged 22 or 23 
years, was found lying in bed in his room 
at the boarding-house of H. Docksey, at 
No. 66 Banning street, he having committed 
suicide some hours previously by shooting 
himself through the head. The young man 
came out from Kansas City some three or 
four months ago with another young man 
named George Falkner, and some weeks ago 
came to Docksey’s house, where they re- 
mained together until Falkner went up to 
Portland, Or., about ten days ago. Rose’s 
health was not good, and be 
could not get employment, and 
ran behind in his board, owing five weeks’ 
rent up to date. Falkner promised to make 
this good, in case his partner did not get 
employment, and Rese appeared to be quite 
cheerful, showing no signs that he was wor- 
ried over his financial condition. Wednes- 
day night he came home as usual, and, after 
eating his supper, visited one of the rooms 
im the house occupied by a young man 
named Otto Herkert, who formerly roomed 
with him. Herkert was writing some let- 
ters at the time, and, after a few werds of 
conversation, asked Rose how he was get- 
ting along, when he replied: “Lovely; 
everything looks all right now, and 1 have 
written home for some money.” He then 
picked up acoat which he had come into the 
room for, and, after a few remarks, wento to 
his own m. This was the last seen 
of him alive. Yesterday morning about 
7:39 o’clock, when Louisa Docksey, the 
daughter of the proprietor of the house, 
went to the room tor the purpose of clean- 
ing it up, the door was closed. The girl 
knocked, but recsiving no answer, left. 
Nothing was thought of this, as Rose was 
inthe habit of sleeping late, and in the 
course of an hour or two, the girl camo 
back and knocked again. There was no 
response, and after finishing her work, 
which was about 11:50 o’clock, Miss Dock- 
sey went to see if Rose was up. Thers 
was no answer to her knock, when she 
opened the door and looked in. She saw 
ata giance that something was he ree and 
at once went to her mother and told her 
that something was the matter with Rosa, as 
his face was covered with blood. Word 
was sent over to the soap factory 
for some one to come over, anda young 
man named Samuel Boeckel responded. 
Boeckel, with one or two others, at once 
went to the room, and on entering the door 
a ghastly sight met their eyes. was 
lying on the bed partially covered, with his 
head resting in a pool ot blood, which had 
flowed from a ghastly wound in the right 
temple, just back of the eye, and blood was 
also oozing from his mouth—running down 
on each side of his face from the corners of 
his mouth. There were no sights of a 
strugele, death having evidently been in- 
stantaneous. The flesh around the wound 
was badly powder-burned, showing that 
the weapon had beep held within an inch 
or two of his head. By the side of the 


dead man lay the weapon had 
ended his life—an ordinary, short 
38 - caliber revolver of some 


cheap make. ‘The arms were crossed 
on the breast, and the forefinger of 
the right hand was crooked just as it had 
pulled the trigger that fired the fatal shot. 
The man had been dead some hours, as the 
body was cold and stiff when found. 
Everything indicated that the suicide was 
remeditated, as the room had been care- 
ully put in order and the dead man’s eloth- 
ing arranged in its proper place, even the 
boots being put away in onecorner. No 
letters or messages were left for any one. 

Coroner Meredith was notified of the sui- 
cide shortly after 12 o’clock, and the body 
was removed to Orr & Sutch’s, where an 
inquest was held at 4 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon. Only two witnesses were 
examined, Miss Docksey and the 
young man Boeckel, who detailed 
the facts connected with tue finding 
of the body, after which the jury returned a 
verdict that the deceased. Charles E. Rose, 
a native of New York, aged 22 or 23 vears, 
came to his death on the 28th day of Febru- 
ary from a gunshot wound in the head, in- 
flicted with a revolverin his own hands, 
with intent to commit suicide.“ 

Among Rose’s effects was a bundle of let- 
ters, and from these it was learned that the 
dead man wasa native of Ogdensburg, N. 
Y., from which place his family removed to 
Kansas City,Kan.,where his mother, brother 
and uncle now reside. The brother is an 
architect and a member of the firm of Hagg 
& Rose, doing business at No. 538 Minnesota 
avenue. ‘Among the letters are two or three 
from Rose’s mother, just such letters as a 
loving, affectionate mother would write to her 
sop, giving him good advice and sending 
her boy money, a small sum, it is true, but, 
as she says, it is all she had. There are 
other letters from young men and lady 
friends, and everything goes to show that 
the boy’s connections are people of refine- 
went and education. 

In conversation with Mr. Docksey some 
days ago, Rose stated that his father bad 
committed suicide on account of being out 
of it is likely that this is 
the cause whi led him to do the same 
thing. As stated above, the deed must 
have been committed early Wednesday 
night, shortly after leaving Herkert’s room,

Saloon Licenses. 


There will soon be a discussion in the 
City Council regarding saloon licenses. 
Many are of the opinion that the an- 
nual license should be raised to $1000, 
and made payable half yearly, or 
yearly, in advance. The license in 
Boston has been $1000, and the Police 
Commissioners of that city have just 
raised it 50 per cent. Besides this, 
there is a provision there fixing the 
number of liquor licenses which could 
be issued at one for every 500 of the 
population. 

There is no fear that the new admin- 
istration of Los Angeles will attempt 
anything ef a fanatical character in 
regard to the saloons. All that is de- 
sired isa reasonable restriction. Li- 
censes should only be granted to men 
of good character; they should not 
be granted to saloons close to each 
other, and even if the amount of license 
be not raised, it should at least be 
made payable annually, in advance. 
Almost anyone can pay down $50, and 
run a saloon for a month to suit him- 
self, but the man who pays out 8600 
cash is going to be very careful that he 
does not forfeit his license by mis- 
behavior. For this reason, we say that 
the saloon licenses should be made pay- 
able annually, in advance, as they are 
in many eastern cities. Six hundred 
dollars a year, in advance, would be 
more effective as a security for orderly 
houses than a thousand dollars a year, 
payable monthly. 


A New Bass Line. 


Prof. George Davidson of the coast 
and geodetic survey has returned to 
San Francisco, after four months of 
field service in this county. He has 
Seen at work with a large party of as- 
sistants to establish a base line here 
similar to that located some years ago 
in Yolo county. N. 

The base line m geodesy is one ac- 
tually measured, from which all other 
distances in the survey are calculated, 
and upon which all triangulation de- 
pends for accuracy. The Yolo base is 
now used for all operations on the 
northern coast. The line just located 
will serve as a check on possible errors 
in calculations from the Yolo base. It 
will be of great value for all surveying 
calculations on the southern coast. Cap- 
tain Lawson of the coast survey made 
a general survey for the Los Angeles 
base some time ago, and the present 
final line does not differ more than ten 
or fifteen yards at any point from 
Lawson’s line. The party had four 
months of very lively work, but the re- 
sults were most satisfactory. Prof. 
Davidson is confident that no diverg- 
ence greater than one-fourth of an 
inch in the surveyed lines can be 
found. 
The upper end of the line is about 
one mile northeast of Norwalk, and 
the lower limit two miles southwest of 
Anaheim.

A Road That Would Be An Immense 
Benefit to Los Angeles—Hunting-

It is almost a foregone conclusion that 
Owens Valley, in Jnyo county, and Los 
Angeles will be connected by rail in a 
very short time.

The proceedings of the meeting have 
not been made public in detail, but it is un- 
defstood that the report of the committee 
was entirely satisfactory, and the capitalists 
interested in the enterprise are more fully 
determined than ever to build the road.

“It is claimed that the fact that the railroad 
companies are ready and willing to redeem 
the unused portions of all tickets which
